stances which promote growth. 
Skim milk 
and 
buttermilk 
are 
valuab.e foods. 
They lack fat and 
consequently part of the growth- 
prornot.ng substances and some of 
the fuel value of whole milk, but 
they contain the protein or tissue 
building material. Cheese is very 
nutritious. 
It is riche! in protein 
than most meats und usually much 
cheaper.. Ice cream 
served 
as 
a 
loud is no luxury. 
Saving Money 
The value received, as well as the 
price, must be considered iii count­ 
ing Un* cost of lood. 
Milk contains 
protein and mineral m atter for tis­ 
sue building, sugar and fat for pro­ 
ducing heat and energy, and cer­ 
tain 
substances 
for 
promoting 
growth of the body and these food 
substances are in such form as to 
be easily and thoroughly utilized by 
the body. 
Milk is now the cheap­ 
est animal food. 
We .must increase our production 
or milk. 
If we decrease our con­ 
sumption of dairy products, we dis­ 
courage 'the production of more 
milk. A herd ol dairy cows can be 
eaten in a week, but it will 
lase 
from three to five years to raise a 
new one. 
The real value of milk is not gen­ 
erally understood. 
It has 
had 
a 
place in the diet of m an for ages 
past because it has pleased the 
taste and has been comparatively 
easy to get, rather than because it-: 
food value has been appreciated. 
Don’t Cut Down 
When there is a slight advance rn 
price, the lack of appreciation is 
shown by the fact bhat some fam ­ 
ilies cut down the amount of milk 
used and go on using other foods 
th at have advanced more in pro­ 
portion. 
No well meaning parent 
would 
knowingly deprive his child of the 
food necessary to give him a right 
start in hie. much less would he do 
it for the sake of securing for him ­ 
self something which has little or 
no food value. But this is just wnat 
happens when he cuts down tine 
amount of milk used and buys cof­ 
fee as usual. 
A quart of milk and a pound of 
beef steak each contain just 
VI 
pound of solid m atter and yet the 
impression prevails that milk is en­ 
tirely liquid and, therefore, not a 
real food.
